RAILWAY EOTJTES. 



The Dominion Publio Works Eeporl 
for 1877, just laid before the Ottawa Par- 
liament, contains an abstract roport on 
the railway routes through British Col- 
umbia to the coast. Tho paper is quite 
too loug for roproduotion iu full, but aan 
good deal of interest is felt just now iu 
the Pine River Pass through the Rocky 
Mountains, we givo that portiou of tho 
report to extenso iu another column. Mr. 
Marcus Smith reports an excellent har- 
bor at Fort Simpson, some 35 miles uorlh 
of Skeena mouth. From this harbor to 
the banks of tho Skeena tho work -would 
be easy. In aficoudiug tho Skeeua 
through the Cascade Mouutnins tho work 
would bo luss heavy than by tho Fraser 
or Hornathco vallovs through tho f--amo 
chain of mountains. Tho distances from 
ft common point at tho mouth of tho Chi- 
laooh, near Fort Georgo.are as follows:—

To Fort Simpson, approximately 130 

To Bute Inlet, by measurement 289

Fort Simpsou is, however, much nearer 
to the Asiatic Coast, tho distance to Yok- 
ohama being as follows: —

Tho agricultural land on this route is 
nvjn.tjon.ed as limited, but crops would 
be successfully raised wore " it uoi foi 
summer frost3, which render tho country 
unreliablo for agricultural purposes. 
Hemlock and yellow cypress abound on 
the route. Snowfalls nro light. In 
speaking of tho advantages of tho Pino 
River Pass, Mr. Marcus Smith almost 
cries "Eureka!" Bo says:— 

It seems unfortunato that this Pass 
which would seem to be the most feasible 
yet discovered through tho Rocky Moun- 
tains, and which, if adopted, must lead to 
tho abandonment of tho Yellowhcad Pass, 
should, not have been oxplored at an ear- 
lier day. At this moment nothing boyoud 
Mr. Hunter's cursory .fliplorntion is 
known, and it is feared that under tha 
best circumstances another year's dolay 
must iutorveno before fixing on anything 
as tho route through British Columbia. 

Mr. Cambie's report on tho surveys of 
the Fraser River route is embraced in ths 
Publio Works Roport, and from it is seen 
that eo far as gradients go the advantigo 
lies with that route. One per 100 is men- 
tioned us the maximum gradient used and 
some of the heaviest works mot with in 
the exploratory surveys hare been consi- 
derably reduced, the aggregate length of 
tunnelling being now a little over 2% 
miles. A considerable portion of these 
reductions, howovor, has boon efl'octeil by 
introducing more curvaturo, and using 
sharper curves at certain points than had 
heretofore been employod, one of these 
being 710 feet rudius and several 820 feet 
radius, but they woro used only iu locali- 
ties where tho line is lovol or tho grad- 
ients of trifling ascent. There are 157 
miles of line practically level— a portion 
being on a grado of less than live feet per 
mile.

Mr. Murcus Smith is 
said to have given it as his unqualified 
opinion that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
cannot come to Burrnrd Inlet and com- 
pete successfully with American lines for 
the transcontinental trade. This opinion 
is strengthened by tho report of Admiral 
DeHorFoy. which has just been laid be- 
fore Parliament, and which strongly 
favors the adoption of Eiquimalt as tho 
tyrmiL.urt. ■ ' 

MINES AND MINERALS OF BRI- 
TISH COLUMBIA. 

Mr. Georgo M. Dawson, Assoc. R.S.M., 
F.G.S., bus issued a general note on the 
Mines and Minerals of this Province 
with a list of localities. Mr. Dawson has 
represented the Geological Department of 
Canada in British Columbia for soveral 
seasons, has visited aud personally in- 
spected the resources of tho various lo- 
calities of which ho t-peak?, and has 
furnished tho most intelligent and exhaus- 
tive narration of the specialities of which 
ho treats that has yctbeon issued from tho 
press. Tho writer gives it as his opinion 
that the Proviuco will soon tako a fust 
placo aB tho mining Province of tho Do- 
minion. A belt of auriferous rocks, cor- 
responding more or less completely with 
the gold rocks of California, baa already 
boon proved to bo richly auriferous, and 
it is reasonably expected that tho discov- 
ery and working of rich metalliferous do- 
positB of other kinds will follow. Tne 
history of early gold mining in Cariboo is 
sketched, aud many examples of largi 
yields notod. The action of tho Local 
Government in giving aid to quartz min- 
ing is praised, and the belief is expressed 
that quurtz mining, once initiated, will 
rapidly develop. Allusion is made to the 
finding of silvcrbqaring rock and pieces of 
native silver iu Omiuecan streams, aud at 
Cussiur, in hopeful terms. The coal, 
copper and iron depot its of the Island and 
Mainland ate referred to by Mr. Dawson 
as being of great value; so are the silver 
mines at Hopo, which (although undeni- 
ably rich) are not being workocl. To sum 
up,' Mr. Dawson demonstrates that tho 
Province contains in greater or less quan- 
tity gold, silver, copper, lead, iron, coal, 
cinnabar and native mercury, plumbago, 
anlimony and orsenio, platinum, nickel 
and molybdenite. With auch an array of 
mineral and fossil wealth awaiting the 
hand of mau for development, who will 
have the hardihood to say that this is not 
a ''Glorious Province," of which the in- 
habitants may well feel proud?

Committee endorsed. 

Coun. Williams hero roso aud said that 
he saw through all this action of tho Fi- 
nance Committee. It was an attempt to 
prevent the building of tho City Hall. 
The Finances of tho City were never in a 
better condition. Tho Finance Commit- 
tee had iu this instance gone to tho Batik 
instead of letting tho Bank manuger come 
round to thom as had always been dono 
boforo. 

His Worship stated that Conn. Wil- 
liams was mistaken, us tho manager came 
to seohim first and ho referred Mr. Cran 
to tho Finance Committee. 

Coun. Redfern said he must tako ex- 
ception to tho unwarrantable neou-ations 
aud insinuations of Coun. Williams. Mr. 
Cran came into Turner, Beet on & Tun- 
stall's store and there saw Coun. Turner 
aud himself. Ho supposed Conn. Wil- 
liams judged others by himself. 

Coun. Williams (excitedly) —Ho know 
Couu. RoufstttSnd-%i'aiii !i£^.i4r.i-.ir.'g !<• 
do. All ho could do was tinker a watch. 
Ho had boon attempting his meanness 
ovor since tho last meeting of the Council 
aud had been goin'? round prying into 
everything and attempt ing lu get up ;i 
petition against the City Hall.

Coun. Redfern moved to reconsider the 
action takeu by the Counoil, a short time 
Bince, with reference to lighting tho street 
lamps. Ho considered thut tho action of 
tho Council bad been hasty, as they were 
not fully acquainted witti thb amount of 
gas burned. Since the passing of the re- 
solution ho had made a calculation and 
found that tho lamps were burning on an 
average 7 hoars tt night, during tho sum- 
mer months only for 4 or 5 hours, and for 
14 hours during tho long winter nights. 
The price charged for this was 8-1.75, of 
which S3. 50 was for tho gas itself nnd 
the lemaiuder for repairs, etc, Private 
citizens are charged at a greator rate. 

Couu. Turner seconded tho motion, 
thinking luttti' -rould be well to reconsi- 
der the question us the City »t present 
bore a very wretched appearance without, 
gas lights.

on the north sido of Discovery street from 
Store to Douglas, along the. west side of 
Douglas to tho city boundary north. 

Tho report was adopted, aud tho City 
Bairistor ordered to draw up a by-law in 
accordance. 

THE COW NUISANOB.

being driven on to the meant ground op- 
posite his house. 

Coun. Marvin said that several com- 
plaints had been received from Mr. 
Rhodes with reference to that nuisance, 
and it was only right that something 
should be dono to prevent, it. In his 
opinion tho ODly way to abuto tho nui- 
sance was to impound cows which nro at 
present exempt from tho by-law. The 
cows ho found did all tho damage. Thoy 
open tbo gates and went into and destroy 
gardens. 

Cotiii. Williams was sorry that Conn. 
Marvin, who at a previous meeting had 
backed him (Couu. W ) in exempting 
cows from being impounded, should now 
turn round from the retoltition and try 
and get them impounded. Ho considered 
tho best plan would bo to send the pound 
shepherd up and keep tho cows away. If 
cows are to bo impounded then 300 poor 
people would be driven out of the city, for 
in many instances families were depen- 
dant on their cows for a living. 

Coun. Shakespeare objected to cows 
beiug impounded, and thought it would 
bo well to put a tnx on all unonclosed 
land, and that would keep the cows 
away. 

The matter was referred to a committee 
for action. 

Several water services were thou order- 
ed, and tho Council adjourned.

Speaker: — Your Committee ap- 
pointed to enquire whether clause G and 7 
of tho First Report of Publio Accounts 
Committee of 1877 aro correct, aud whe- 
ther there was any special authority on 
requisition for the payment of the sum of 
$10,500 31 to Messrs. Tolmio and Finlay- 
son, and to enquire tho date of the Lands 
and Works vouchers relative thereto, and 
what otlicors of tho Executivo Couucil 
woro acquainted with the transaction, beg 
to report as follows: — 

That olatlHOs 6 and 7 of tho First .Report 
of tho Public Accounts Committee of 1S77 
are correct. 

That thero is no special authority on 
requisition for tho payment of §10,500.31 
to Messrs. Tolmio and Fiulayson. 

That the usual practice has been fol- 
lowed, and that no special authority was 
no:ossary. 

That tho Government iu purchasing tho 
land acted under authority of au Order iu 
Council dated April 28th, 1875. 

That all tho Members of tho Exocutive 
woro 4fJM of tho transaction, viz : that 
an award had been given iu favor of 
Messrs. Tolmio and Finlaysou, but that 
Mr. Humphreys was not aware that the 
money had been paid; ho having previ- 
ously left tho Government. 

That Mr. E. Brown was not aware, until 
ho had returned to Victoria, that tho 
money was paid to Messrs. Tolmio aud 
Fiulayson. 

That Mr. E. Brown did not objsot to 
the payment of tho money when ho was 
informed that it had beun paid, as tic be- 
lieved that the Government had no alter- 
native but to pay it. 

That tho Minister of Finance gave 
authority in writing to Mr. Elliott to sign 
cheques in his absence, 

'ihuV tho voucher t signed by W. F. 
Tolmio aud R. Finlaysou, per R.Williams, 
for the sum of 58,251.07 each, are dated 
August 4th, 1870. 

Your Committee beg respectfully to re- 
quest that the evidence accompanying this 
report be published in tho Journals of the 
Hottso.

The highly favourable reports roceiv 
ed respecting tho character of tho Peace 
River District, aud tho prospects held 
out of a satisfactory route being obtain- 
able through the Pine River Pass, 
made it expedient to obtain further 
information in that direction. Accord 
ingly, the exploration was extended 
from a point in tho neighborhood of 
Lake Fraser, via the east eud of Lake 
Stewart, to Fort AIcLood on the Pars 
uip, or south branch of the Peace 
River . 

This route proved very unfavourable 
for railway construction; subsequently, 
however a good connection lino, 
though more circuitous, was found by 
following down tho Nechaco and the 
Stewart Valleys nearly to Fort Goorgo; 
thenco, in a northerly direction, up the 
valleys to the Fraser and Salmon 
Rivera, and across the low watershed 
to Summit Lake, ouu ef the sources of 
Parsnip, which river was then followed 
down to Fort McLeod. 

Boyoud tho existence of an Indian 
trail across tho Rocky Mountains from 
Fort McLeod to Fort St. John, very 
litllo was known; nor was any informa- 
tion obtainable respecting tho Pino 
River Pass, except through an old 
Indian woman, who drew a skotch on 
tho Band, and explained it to the best 
of her ability, 

With the scant information thus ob- 
tained, the exploration was continued

appearance of a pass. On descending 
the river, a stream was discovered fall- 
ing into it from the north, about 35 
miles above its confluence with the 
Parsnip. Following this up four miles, 
it was found to isaue from a small lake 
named Azuzetta. This proved to be 
near tl o summit of tho Piue River 
Pass, its altitude being estimated at 
3.430 feet above tho level of the sea. 

A little beyond this the head waters 
of tho Pino River were struck, and the 
river followed down eastward to the 
Forks, a point reached by Mr. Selwyu 
with a canoe from tho Peace River iu 
1870. (Vide Geological Survey of Can- 
ada, Report of Progress for 1875-76, 
pages 52 and 51.) 

Tho exploration was continued 30 
miles eastward of tho Forks, ou lo the 
Beaver Plains, which liu between tho 
Rooky Mountains and Ponce River. 

Thus the question of the feasibility 
of the Fine River Pass is tit last solved. 
Tho full Report has not yet been re- 
ceived, but the distance between Fort 
McLeod on tho west side of the Moun- 
tains, and the Forks of the Pmo River 
on the east side, is roughly estimated 
at 90 miles. 

Tho gradients aro stated lo be gener- 
ally easy with tho exception of about -1 
niiles near tho summit of tho pass 
where thoy will probably be about CO 
feet to the mile, and the works in the 
construction of a railway would be 
moderately light, except for a length 
of about eight miles near tho summit 
of the Pass, and a short length at tho 
Forks of Piue River, where they would 
ba heavy. 

'Iho land iu tin t'ino ttivor valley 
for 5tJ miles above the fc orit is descri ti- 
ed as of excellent quality, and well 
suited fur agricultural and grazing 
purposes. 

It should be observed luat Uiia fertile 
strip of land, lying nearly in the heart 
of the Rocky Mountains, is an exten- 
sion of the Beaver Plains which con- 
nect with tho great fertile bolt, stretch- 
ing from Manitoba to and beyond tho 
Peace Rivsr. 

Should tho engineering character of 
a lino by this route ptove on closer 
survey as favourable as reported, the 
result from this exploration will be 
amongst the mcsl important that havo 
been obtained since tho commence- 
ment of the surveys. Some of the 
serious dimcultiesin crossing theRocky 
Mountains will have disappeared, and 
this formidable chain, once said to 
bo insurmountable, and even now felt 
to be a grave obstacle to railway enter- 
prise, can then be passed with very 
favourable gradients, and with works 
not exceeding in magnitude those gen- 
erally required on other portions of 
tho lino, 

In addition to the manifest advan- 
tages offered by this route, thero is 
further tho important consideration 
that in placo of a bleak sterile country 
wherein settlement is au impossibility 
for hundreds of miles, the lino would 
traverse an area remarkable for fertility, 
with buta few shoit intervals of coun- 
try unfit for settlement. This route 
also passes between the vast mineral 
districts of Ominica and Cariboo, The 
extraordinary results of recent mining 
operations in the latter gives promise, 
when their sources are more fully develop- 
ed—as hey can only he with tho assistance 
of direct railway communication— of 
rivalling, if not surpassing, tho far-famed 
gold aud silver regions of the neighbour- 
ing States, which lie in tho same mountain 
zona. 

Port Simpson may possibly be consid- 
ered, at present, too far north for the 
terminusof the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
but it is important that the fact should 
bs borne in mind, that by virtue of low 
iilttludes and consequent ea*y gradients, 
together with the comparatively moderate 
character of tho works required to roach 
it, the tertniual point offers advantages 
which would enable a Canadian lino to 
defy competition for tho trade with China 
aud Japan, Port Simpson being fully 500 
miles nearer to Yokohoma than Holmes 
Harbour, at tho mouth of Paget Sound, 
the purposed ultimate terminus of tho 
Nonnern Puoihc liaiiw'uy, while the ad 
vantage it possesses ovor i-jau Francisco is 
correspondingly g rea t e r . 

But the Pino River Pass is not merely 
tho key to Port Simpson ; it affords com- 
paratively easy communication with Bute 
Iulet, aud all the intermediate itilcts be- 
tween that point and Port Simpson, tho 
valleys of iho rivers loading to those inlets 
rtdjating from tho Stewart Valley, aouth 
west of the Pass, with exceptions! direct- 
ness. Thus many ot the difficulties in the 
way of reaching Bnto Inlet and the inlet 
to tho north of it, via t ho Yellowhcad 
Pass, can bo avoided, and this probably 
without increasing the length of tho hue. 

The distance from Livingstone on the 
located lino, over tho Yellowhead Pass to 
the confluence of the Ohilacoah and Stew- 
art Rivers, near Fort George, is 1,029 
miles. The distance between tlio same 
points via the Pino Uiver Pass measures 
on tho map bo nearly the same as the 
above that a survey nlono can determine 
precise difference between tho two routes.

Governor Trutoh before the following ob 
ligations wuro incurred in 1374 and 1875, 
in connection with tho graving dock, for 
which requisition for about §149,000 was 
made by the Lands and Works Depart- 
ment for graving dock acoouLt in 1875, 
■viz: — Ordering cement, ordering dock 
machinery, appointment of ongiueors-in- 
ohief, puiebasa of Thetis Covo sito, and 
contract for cofferdam. Tho mover stated 
that his reason for offering J he resolution 
was because he disagreed with clause 3 of 
tho report handed in, which asserted that 
the ordinary practice had beon followed 
in making tho payment of §10,500 to 
Messrs. Finlaysou and Tolmio. He had 
been overruled in committee by a majori- 
ty of Government supporters, who would 
not consent to his producing evidence 
which would Imvo clearly shown that tho 
usual practice had beeu departed from, and 
tho payment had boen made contrary to 
statute provisions, His proposition now 
waH to snleot a committee by ballot which 
would, on investigation, find that the Orders 
in Council mentioned in the resolution 
had beon passed, but that although one 
of them authorized the purchase of tho 
dock site-, it did not do uo at tho oxtrava- 
gaut prica of §10 500, whioh could only 
have beon honestly made by a special Or- 
der in Council. 

Mr. Evans seconded tho resolution and 
accused tho Government of securing a 
majority of their supporters on all com- 
mittoos appointed to do.il with matters of 
importance. Tho late Government had 
always adopted just the opposite course 
but he regretted tho present administra- 
tion had not. 

Mr. Mara- &aid the charge just iojcIo by , 
Mr. Evans was very unfair to the Govern- 
ment. Ho (Mr. M.) had moved for the 
committee in question and its original 
personnel contained throo Opposition to 
two Government supporters. Mr. Wulkom 
however, who was ono of the original 
" c'OmiuiU-e«, had declined to not aftor be- 
ing twice requested to do so; then Mr. 
Morrison was substituted for that hon. 
gentlomau. With reference to Mr. Bea- 
Yan's contention that the report was not 
in accordance with fact, he (Mr. M.) 
would inform the House that when tho 
statement was made that tho payment had 
beon mado in accordance with the usual 
practico, Mr. Beaven offered no objootion 
whatever to the evidence; but he subse- 
quently wished the committeo to put 
aside all evidence and take his word for 
itthatthe payment was irregular. This 
tho committeo very properly doclined to 
do, and during a discussion whether fur- 
ther evidence was necessary he abruptly 
left the chair and brought a witness into 
tho room and commenced to examine him 
without tho consent of tho majority of tho 
committeo. Mr. Beavan's conduct was 
very overbearing in the matter and when 
ho saw that a majority of tho committoe 
would not bo ignored ho resigned his po- 
sition as chairman and Mr Douglas was 
eleoted in his stead. He (Mr. Mara) 
would simply ask any hon. member to 
take tho report and read it in conjunction 
with tho evidence, and .ho challengod a 
contradiction of tho assertion that tho re- 
port was a faithful ono and in accordance 
with tho evidence. Ho was therefore 
strongly opposed to the roport being re- 
ferred back, to tho oommittae; but ho was 
riot opposed to further investigation us to 
the Orders in Council. Ha would thero- 
I foio move in amendment that the report 
he received and that a select committeo bo 
ballotted for to inquire into tho question 
of Orders in Council. To refer the re- 
port back to the committeo was a reflec- 
tion on tho hon. goutlemen who composed 
it, and feeling assured that they had done 
their duty he was boimd to qpposo any 
such course being pursued. 

Mr. Morrison said that Mr, Beaven had 
not doniandod further ovidonco when tha 
statement in the objeoticnablo clause was 



tker evidence need "be taken, but on the authority was therefore necessary, 
following Monday Mr. Beaven had pro- 
duced a witness, and without asking the 
consent of the other members of the com- 
mittee proceeded to examine him. Tho 
committoe, of course, did not like Mr. 
Beaven 's attemptto over rule their unani- 
mous decision, and strenuously objected 
to Mr. B.-aven's conduct. It was a re- 
mnrkablo fact, too, that tho very witness 
who Mr. Beaven had desived to examine 
a second time was the very gentleman on 
whoso evidence tho roport had beon 
based. If the report were referred back 
it was equivalent to a voto of censure ou 
the committee who, he contended, had 
performed their duty faithfully. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that Mr. Boavsu 
himself had admitted on tho first day that 
sufficient evidence had boon taken to ena- 
ble the committeo to roport, nnd it would 
be seon that the very first evidence given 
bofore tho committeo woa that ou which 
the objectionable clause had boen based. 
A committeo could not fairly report 
othorwi.-o thau iu accordance with tha 
evidence before it. and lie contended that 
in this instsuce the report of the commit- 
teo was strictly based upon tho evidence 
adduced. A perusal of the evidenoo 
would quickly show whioh wan tho cor- 
rect report — that handed in or tho minor- 
ity report presented by Mr. Beaven. It 
should bo remembered, however, that a 
committee's duties did not end until they 
were discharged. They could, therefore, 
sit again, investigate tho matter farther, 
and baud iu a second or a third roport. 
He hoped that every investigation possi 
hie would bo made. Ho wan satisfied 
that the payment of which tho House had 
heard so much, would bo found to have 
boon made in a proper manner, and in ac- 
cordance with the usual practico. Ho 
v?ua astonished that the late Chief Com- 
miss ioner should havo had tho audacity 
t o bl ameTuo 'pros S uT Wu veViTui urrrri : vrs-i- 
takiug advantage of a inero technical 
omission of Messrs. Fiulayson and Tol- 
edo, and simply becauao their claim had 
not. beon filed condemn the Government 
for not taking possession of tho laud, and 
refuse to giro anything for it. He 
was surprised at such en unblushing pro- 
position to swindle tho owners of tho pro- 
perty. Tho Government had bona bound 
in honor to accept tho award of tho arbi- 
trators, and consequently to make tha 
payment. If they had done othorwiso 
they would havo been stigmatized as 
swindlers, and everything that i3 dishon- 
orable. Tim Opposition objectod to tho 
clause in tho roport because thay wished 
to keep up tho cry of "rock" and bribery 
against tho Govornment, and tho member 
for Victoria District. They know that if 
tho report were adoptod thoir mouths 
would bo olosed and their taunt would be 
takon from them. This is what they dis- 
likodand feared. If Mr. Beaven could 
have shown that tho payment was irregu- 
lar, why did ho not at tho proper time, 
when Mr. Young was giving his evidenoo, 
olioit that statement from that officer. 
Ho contended that tho roport was a faith- 
ful ono and should bo received by the 
Ho. .so, and that a further investigation 
be held. 

Mr. Gordon said the Opposition wanted 
eithor to censure a majority of the Com- 
mitteo or to impeaoh the evidence given 
before it. Ho was ffoll satisfied that the 
roport had been compilod in accordance 
with tho evidonco and hoped tho House 
would rccoiYe it. Ho was glad ho had 
soconded Mr. Mara's amendment. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Fisher said that if the reports wore 
placed side by side it would soon be seen 
what Mr. Boaven'a was worth. He was 
satisfied tha majority report was a faithful 
ono, and should consequently be received. 
There had boen much said about tho pay- 
ment of tho money and the arbitration, 
but thero could only bo one opinion, on 
tho matter. The decision of the umpire 
wan final, and the Government was bound 
by it. How could tho payment be honor- 
ably avoided? It had of necessity to bo 
made, and was ruado in accordance with 
tho usual praotice. 

Mr. Evans accused tho Government of 
attempting to burke enquiry, and denied 
tunt tho Opposition wished to impeach the 
evidonco adduced or to consure any of the 
committeo. All tho Opposition desired 
was that all- tho evidence bearing ou the 
payment should be heard betore the 
House was asked to say that it had beeu 
made in tho usual manner. 

Mr. Humphreys contended, that 
further ovidonco should havo boen 
taken instead of beiDg objected to by a 
majority of tho committee. Several 
gentleman who sat on ins CfVinmittaa hid, 
two bBabit>£».> Ago. brought iu a report d: ;^ 
motrically opposite to tho one now being 
considered by tho House. Tho ono ro- 
port said that no special authority was ne- 
cessary for this large payment, whereas 
for a much smaller one two years ago 
Messrs.' Doagjav Fi&li*iy«nd Smitka had 
then been of opinion that special authori- 
ty was necessary. This was a Yory pecu- 
liar and unaccountable ohaogo of opinion. 

Mr. Douglas asked to what committeo 
of 1870 ho referred, 

Mr. Humphreys said Mr. Douglas 
could find it for himsolf. 

Mr. Douglas said there was no such ro- 
port during thatsegiion. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Humphreys asserted to tho contra- 
ry but did not givo tho name of tho com- 
mittee. Tho hon. gontloman then pro- 
ceeded to review tho evidonco given 
before tho Committee and deniad the 
truth of Mr. Vernon's statement that tho 
reason why tho award was not paid before 
4th August, 1870, was becauso there wore 
no funds in the troasury. Ho contended 
that an inquiry at the Bank of British 
Columbia would dourly prove that in 
June, 1870, tho Province had at its dis- 
posal the aum of 3210,000. Ho had nego- 
tiated a loan for the Government and the 
payment might have been made if it suit- 
ed them almost diroctly tho award was 
made. He did not attribute Mr. Vernon's 
statement to a desire to say anything 
false, but to an unthinking blnudor. Ho 
again asserted that tho bargain to pay the 
award had been made without his (Mr. 
H.'s) knowledge and without Mr. E. 
Brown's. 

Hon. Mr. Smithu pointed ont that Mr. 
Humphreys had made a mis statemont 
v.hen he said that he (Mr. Smitho) had 
sat on a committee two sessions ago and 
favored a report precisely opposite iu 
principle to tha present report. The Com- 
mittee in 1870 had reported on a very 
different nutter. It was tha payment of 
§600 to Mr. DeCosmos which sum wus 
not placed on any requisition at all, and 
the Departmental rules had been depart- 
ed from as no spooial authority had been 
obtained for the payment. In this in- 
stance tho payment of the 816,500 had 



Hon." Mr. Vernon corrected Mr. 
Humphreys' statement that the Province 
had a oredit at tho Bank of some §2-10,000 
in Juno. 1870. The debentures for §264,- 
000 wero not deposited as security with 
tho Bank until July 3rd, 1870, as would 
bo seen by reference to a letter signed by 
Mr. Humphreys himself. Tho payment 
was made about a month afterwards and 
ho contended that his reply given beforo 
tho Committee, "That tho" payment was 
not made soouor because thero were no 
funds in tho treasury," was to all iutouts 
tiud purposes truo, although it might havo 
been toned down. (Hear, hear.) As to 
tho arbitration a great quantity of evi- 
dence had been taken beforo the arbitra 
tors; in fact they had gained every pos 
sible information and it was absurd for 
Mr. Beaven to place his prico of §000 on 
the land in opposition to tho opinion of 
tho experienced gentlemen who mude tho 
award. Mr. Beaven was not a land agent 
then and it could not bo supposed ho knew 
much about tho value of land at Esqui 
malt, although perhaps he might do so 
now. The arbitrators had been appointed 
by tho late Govornment and if they had 
not done their duty faithfully tho present 
administration could not be blamed for 
tho fact. 

Mr. Walkem admitted that tho roport 
was in accordance with the evidence ad 
<luced, hut contendod that it should have 
boon referred back without a word of op- 
position. It would not reflect on the 
committeo at all. What wun wanted was 
a truo statement based on ull the ovidonco 
obtainable. Tho report should therefore 
bo sent back, and further evidence heard 
by tho sauio committeo. Ho hoped this 
would ho a satisfactory arrangement. 

Mr. Morrison said Mr. Beaven had 
given no reasons to tho committee to load 
them to think ho could produce any other 
necessary evidence. He had simply tried 
-re~£«r«yi3*. .the. un»»jnjoup .decision of 
tho committeo. 

Mr. Mara said ho could not consont to 
Mr. Walkem's proposition to send tho 
roport back to the committee. 

Mr. Walkem said if that wen 1 the cuso 
he would review tho ovidonco in the re- 
port. Tho hon. gentlemau then proceed- 
ed to do so, aud characterized tho report 
as a whitewashed document. He expressed 
his disapproval of tho amend moot, and 
argued that tho report should bo roferrod 
back. 

The quostiun was thou put, and the re- 
port was adoptod by a voto of 12 to 10— 
Messrs. E. Brown and Williams being 
absent. 

A committee to investigate as to tho 
Orders in Council was then balloted for, 
the following membots being olected: — 
Messrs. Mara, Douglas, Morrison, Bea- 
ven, Ash. 

Mr. Smith introduced a Bill intituled 
an Act to amend tho Consolidated Publio 
Schools Act, 1870. 
Bead a first time. 

Mr. Smith moved for a return of the 
names of tho parents of the pupils attend- 
ing tho High School at Victoria, Iu 
moving tho resolution Mr. Smith said ho 
did not do so with tho iutention of de- 
priving tho children of the Province of a 
good, fair, square education, but ho felt 
that the country is at present teo poor to 
support x high school. A olassical edu- 
cation could not bo afforded at publio ex- 
ponfo and it was the general opinion that 
the common schools wero quite sufficient. 
Children could gain a good rudimentary 
education there and could learn all that 
was really necessary for them to know. If 
parents cesired that thoir children should 
receive an education similar to that ob- 
tainable at Oxford and Cambridge they 
must pay for it cut of their own pockets. 

Mr. Evans regarded tho resolution as 
tho first attempt to uproot the Public 
Schools system. 

Mr. Tolmie saw nothing objectionable 
in tho resolution, but hoped tho preseut 
public sehools would bo continued in all 
their vi^or. He heard the High School 
spoken of very highly, and tho school 
system was a great crodit to tho Govern- 
ment, 

Mr. Galbraith also admired the present 
school systomand hoped no nltempt would 
be mado to interfere with it. 

Mr. Smith rose to explain Mr. Evans 
remark as to coach hire. When they went 
up to see the public school thero was no 
quorum and it was therefore impossible 
for them to make an iuapoctiou; but tho 
hon. gentleman opposite with his usual 
suspicious and jealous nature wished to 
turn this his own way and say the Com- 
mittee got a coach and drove up to the 
school to saj, how-do-you-do V and como

MINERALS AMENDMENT BILL, 

Mr. Walkom asked that this Bill be ro- 
ferrod to a Committee of the three mem- 
bers for Cariboo, tho junior .member for 
Kootenay, and Mr. Morrison, for a Bill 
Biich as it required to bo thoroughly 
cnquirod into by men acquainted with tho 
subject. 

Hon, Mr. Elliott said he wished the 
Bill road a second time to-day, is it was 
an important ono aud should bo taken into 
consideration as soon as possible. As for 
referring it to a Soloct Committeo ho had 
partially anticipated this by calling u 
mooting somo fourteen days sinco, to 
which he had invited the mombers for 
Cariboo, He bad also asked minors' 
opinion on the subject, but ho did not 
think that it would bo well to send it to a 
Select Committee; but to let the House 
go into Committeo on it, for such action 
would bo more satisfactory to tho country. 

Mr. Evans said the Bill should be re- 
ferred, as ho thought it needed great 
amendments. Ho had suggested several 
alterations at tho mooting; but not ono of 
them had been noticed. 

Mr. Morrison wished the Bill to bo laid 
over for committee till Monday next as it 
needed several sorions alterations. 

Mr. Mara was in favor of tho Bill being 
sent to a Solect Committee. It would bo 
a saving of timo. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho favored the Bill going 
to a committee; but boforo doing so it 
must pass its second reading, when it cau 
bo referred to a Select Committee and 
alterations mado. 
Hon. Mr. Elliott made no objootioa. 



The Bill was then read a second time, 
and referred to a Si>!< -ct Committeo, to be 
composed of tho Attorney Genera!, the 
members for Cariboo, Mr. Morrison, Mr.

Mr. Humphreys said that during the 
debate on the Select Committee report he 
had said certain tilings whioh he had stated 
atthe tiiui! ho did not wish t« be personal. 
A short time since ho bad boon called 
into tho lobby and an apology demanded. 
He considered that things said in the 
Honso and in tho heat of debato should 
not bo noticed outside of tho House, aud 
ho hoped that the Speaker would for tho 
future put a stop to all language tending 
to wound any person's feelings. 

Mr. Speaker said members wero 
apt to nso abusive and impertin- 
ent language towards each other 
aud against persons outside, using 
the House as a screen.

Ho considorod that any insulting 
or impsrtinent remarks made in tho lob- 
bies were tho same as if usod in the 
House, whore, ho regretted to say, lan- 
guage was resorted to which a inotnber 
dare not use to another outside the 
House. Ho trusted bettor order would 
bo kept for tho future. 

SUPREME COURT FEES. 

Mr. Ash, in moving tho second reading' 
said ho hod brought this Bill upas he did 
not think it right that the Supreme Court 
should havo tho power of regulating thoir 
fees, &c. It should bo tho duty of tho 
House, Under tho present scale, pub- 
lished a short while sinco, Comox is 
charged nioro than Victoria, whioh was 
not in justice to his constituents. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said ho doubted if the 
hou. gontloman was in order iu moviug 
tho fecond reading of tho Bill, for it 
was a innttor referring to revenue. The 
lion, gentleman was in error, as b}- the 
now order tho fees are uniform through- 
out', ■■.'.vra'tl-f *tii ---^.-tk-'i. of be "rWioi-i! fry*,* 1 . 

Mr. Walkem was against tho Bill, a» he 
considered a Government wore not always 
competent to deal with the question. Ho 
considered that it would bo more advan 
tagoous for the publio at largo woro tho 
foes regulated by tho law society. They 
wero undoubtedly too high at present. 

Mr. Humphreys said ho would vote for 
tho Bill as ho believed it to bo a good 
ono, and had for ils object tho lessening 
of foes which aro now so high. 

Mr. Boavou thought tho Bill a stop in 
tho right direction and would support it. 

Mr. Ash taid tho Bill was not intended 
o touch ou i ho order of fees now issued. 

Tho Bill was thou read a second timo 
aud ordered to bo committod to-morrow.

South Thompson Indian Reserves. 

The report of tho Indian Reserve Com- 
missioners on tho complaints of threo 
settlers on tho South Thompson has been 
laid before tho House of Assembly. It 
shows that these gentlemen havo mado 
their complaints ou wrong information, 
and that tho Commissioners have care- 
fully attended to tho interests of tho whito 
settlers as regards their firewood and .ac- 
cess for their stock to the publio domain. 
The Provincial Commissioners slate that 
the "questions of loeul agents, and of tho 
survoy of tho exterior boundaries of tho 
reserves, tho wator question , :he trespass 
question, tho 'settlement question,' tho 
dog question, and every Indian question 
interesting to whito settlers in the intor- 
ior have received thoir unremitting study 
aud caro daring tha past half year, and 
havo been pressed by them on tho atten- 
tion of tho Dominion Commissioners, and 
tho latter, it is believed, havo mado tho 
necessary representations to tho Indian 
Superintendents and to the hou. the Su- 
porintendent-General of Indian affairs at 
Ottawa. 

"Tho dog nuisanco is a great nuisance 
in all parts of tho Province, aud the Com 
missioners have spokon very soriously 
about it to every tribo they havo visited, 
though tho checking of such nuisances is 
an administrative or police concern aud 
is not conueoted with their duties." 

The Dominion Government, wo under- 
stand, havo intimated that they propose 
to survey the boundaries of the reserves 
immediately which havo boeii allotted by 
tho Commissioners to tho Indians.

Mr. Peter O'Leary Interviewed at Ot- 
tawa. 



Mr. P. O'Leary, tho intelligent repre- 
sentative of British working classes who 
recently visited the Province with tha 
objeot of ascertaining its valuo as a field 
for immigration, is at Ottawa, where he 
has beon interviewed by a Free Press re- 
porter. Mr. O'Leary speaks in fluttering 
terms of tho inhabitants and resources of 
the Provinco, and it is ovideut from the 
nature of his replies to the roporter that 
British Columbia will not stand in need 
of a good friend whilst Potor O'Leary lives 
to sound its piaises. Asked about the 
climato of tho Province he dosoribed it as 
delightful and healthful. The resoruc-as 
he deaoribed as varied— gold and coal 
mining, lumbering, farming and fishing. 
Farming land ho said is more abundant 
than the country gets croditfor. A good 
deal of wheat is grown, but difficulty is 
found in getting it to the Coast. The 
wagonroad from Yulo to Barkervillo he 
soid is ono of tho best on tho Continent. 
The result of the quartz mining at Bark- 
ervillo is described as very satisfactory; 
the existence of coal and iron in closo 
proximity to limestone is noted; the rivors 
swarm with salmon, and tho business of 
catching and canning them is very pro- 
fitable. Wages are high — a meohaDio 
getting from §3 to §3.50 u day, und ordin- 
ary laborers §2 per day. At tho minos §5 
a day is tho rulo. Tho Chinese Mr. 
O'Leary considers an injury to the coun- 
try; the Indians aro peaceable and well- 
affected towards tho whites; law.and order 
prevail every where, tho rights of all being 
respected, ptb., oto. Wo aro sorry wo 
have not space for tho wdiole article, which 
is long but very interesting »Dd cannot 
tfail to do much good wherever road in 
drawing attention to the Province, whioh 
(needs only population to place it in the 
/foremost rank.
